Electric Fish Delay 
Ship in Gulf Stream 


BOSTON, Oct. 11.—When the Brit- 
ish steamer Rochelle reached Boston 
from Macoris, a week late, members 
of her crew declared that an immense 
school of electric fish (often called 
torpedo fish) had been party respon- 
sible for her delay.

Carmania Wins Death Race. 

The Carmania won the race to the 
Volturno. She found the vessel a 
mass Of fire, her propeller fouled and 
wallowing helplessly before the wind. 
All the boats had left the burning 
ship. Those still afloat were found 
half water-logged by the relief fleet, 
filled with half-frozen, cowering 
refugees. 

Wireless reports from the ten ships 
gave the following number of rescued: 
Carmania, 11; La Touraine, 40; Min- 
néapolis, 80; Rappahannock, 19; Caar, 
102; Narragansett, 29; Devonian, 59; 
Kroonland, 90; Grosser Kurfurst, 105; 
and the Seydlitz, 36; making a total 
of 521. 

The purser of the Volturno, who 
was taken on board the Kroonland, 
reported that the number of passen- 
gers on the Volturno was 560, and 
that she carried a crew of 93, making

Among those who saw this epoch- 
meking event in the history of the 
$375,000,000 canal were former Con- 
gtessman Nicholas Longworth, Mrs. 
Alice Roosevelt Longworth and Phil- 
ippe Bunau-Varilla, chief engineer of 
the first canal company, who was the 
guest of Colonel Goethals. 

The explosion was one of the final 
acts in the actual digging of the 
mighty waterway 

One thousand holes had been 
ed in the dike and tn each hele 
80 to 100 pounds of dynamite had 
been placed. It was the largest blast 
ever used on the canal and was set 
off by electricity 

The slide, which occurred last De- 
cember, was on the Pacific end of the 
canal, just south of Gold Hill. It was 
nearly 40 feet deep, 400 feet long and 
over 100 feet in width. Part of it was 
removed by workmen before the dy- 
namite was placed in position,

Citizens Declare Promoters De- 
ceived Them With Promise 
to Cut Rate. 


Charging gross deception on the 
| part of representatives of the new 
|Stone Mountain interurban street 
car line in obtaining grants, rights 
of way and franchises, about 3,000 
citizens of Stone Mountain, Clarkston 
and every point along the new line 


from Stone Mountain to AUlanta, a 
distance of 16 miles, began Friday to 
wage a relentless battle against the 
new concern to block its agents 
when they appear before the State 
Railroad Commission to have a 3)- 
cent fare between Atlanta and Stone 
Mountain established. The petition- 
ers claim they were promised ths 
fare would be less than 30 cents. 

A petition Is being circulated and 
is expected to contain the name of 
every property owner and_ citizen 
who might travel on the road to At- 
lanta. 

L. B. Greer, a Government em- 
ployee residing in Stone Mountain, 
declared Friday morning that T. J. 
Campbell, Mayor of Stone Mountain, 
and Ed Waggoner, Mayor of Clarks- 
ton, would lead the fight. 

It is charged that when represen‘a- 
tives of the new street car line visit- 
ed the various property owners and 
citizeng asking for right of ways 
they assured the people they woud 
compete with the Georgia Raltlroad, 
and that the competition would re- 
sult in a reduction of the present 
rate of 30 cents charged by the Geor- 
gia Railroad from Stone Meuntain to 
Atlanta, 

At present the new fund is well un- 
der way and it is estimated that it 
will be completed by November 1, 
Several days av the, owners of the 
new road, who the Stone Mountain 
people allege are none other than the 
old Atlanta Consolidated crowd, pre- 
sented a petition to the State Raii- 
road Commission asking that they 
be allowed to charge a rate of 35 
cents. 

Feeling along the route fs running 
high It has been stated that the 
new road will never be allowed tu 
operate unless the alleged pledges of 
reduced rates are carried out, 

The Georgia Railroad makes thir- 
ty-one stops between Stone Moun- 
tain and Decatur and is, according to 
commuters, satisfactory in every way, 
but what angers them is the fact that 
after promising they would give the 
Georgia Railroad competition and 
thus reduce rates the new road plans 
to fix even a higher rate than that of 
the Georgia road. 

Another argument of the citizens 
along the route is that the cost of 
track construction in a city is $2,000 
per mile more than in the country 
and that the city people get the 
cheaper rate, 

Still another is that the new road 
touches the country roads in but a 
few places and is accessible only at 
a few points. 

The signers of the petition charac- 
terize the methods employed by 
agents of the new line as gross de- 
ception and fraud and will demand 
that the State Railway Commission 
fix a low rate—in accordance with 
the alleged promise of representatives 
who first visited them and gave out 
{the impression that the new line 


would give them better service and a 
cheaper fare to Atlanta. 

It is expected that the fight from 
now will be a hot one.

Republic, James M. Sullivan, has 
induced the warring factions In this 


country to sign a peace pact, and 
the revolution headed by General 
Horatio Vasquez against the Gov-

Joge Bordas Vaidez thus is brought 
to an end. 

The Minister's action is the first 
successful application of the new 
Latin-American policy of the United 
States, which is to the effect that the 
force of arms never again can settle 
any question in this country. 

Mr. Sullivan has made it known 
that in the future any uprising will 
be stamped out as criminal, The 
United States will support the con- 
stitutional authority against force 
regardless of the merits of the issue.

Graphic Story of Disaster 


By Captain of Rescue Ship 


Special Cable to The Atlanta Georgian. 

LIVERPOOL, Oct. 11 A thrilling 
story of the last hours of the Uranium 
liner Volturno, which was burned in 
mid-Atiantic, was gleaned from a 
Wireless message received here late 
this afternoon from Captain Barr, of 
the Cunard liner Carmania which was 
the first ship to respond to the wire- 
less calls of the Volturno, 

It is an epic of tragedy. It follows 

“On Thursday, while making our 
way through a gale, the Carmania 
picked up the following faint ‘S. 0. S” 
call 

“Come quick; ship aQre; fear we 
are doomed.’ 

“That was the plea which came 
out of the storm, We Immediately 
ascertained the location of the burn- 
ing ship, which was directly in the 
steamer lane. The stokers were or- 
dered into the engine room and then 
began a wild race of seventy-eight 
miles which separated us from the ill- 
fated ship 

“Human life was the reward of vie- 
tory; death In its most horrible form 
the penalty of defent 

Make Twenty Knots an Hour. 

“In spite of the winds which beat 
against her and the rolling seas into 
which she plunged, the staunch Car- 
mania worked up to a speed of over 
twenty knots an hour. Part of the 
time the r ng propellers, spinning 
with the speed of pinwheels, were 
completely out of the water as the 
Waves rose and fell. 

“Standing upon the bridge I waited 
eagerly the first sign of the burning 
ship. About four hours after we 
picked up the first call for help we 
could see from the bridge the blurred 
ship, wrapped in flame, smoke and 
fog, rolling in the heavy seas. 

“In the meantime during the hours 
that we had been rushing to the 
rescue the wireless operator had kept 
up an incessant call, notifying all 
liners within range of the plight and 
position of the Volturno 

Huddled in Lifeboats. 

“The Volturno was a seething mass 
of flames from her bow to the walst, 
She was pitching and rolling drunk- 
enly. Huddled in the stern of the 
Vessel in suspended lifeboats, which 
they hac been unable to launch, were 
a number of passengers. 

“All they could do was to watch

Executive Gone, Jurist Declares 
to Impeachment Court. 


ALBANY, WN. Y., Oct. 10.—Judge 
Alton B. Parker lashed Governor Sul- 
ger unmercifully to-day, the last of 
the great, impeachment trial. 

“Even justice must see through its 
severe eye something pathetic in this 
defendant's frantic efforts to cover 
up the naxedness of his wrong- 
doing,” he began, declaring Sulzer 


now “stands naked before this court, 
without a rag of his attempted vindi- 
eation Clinging to his deformed and 
mutilated manhood.” 

D. Cady Herrick followed for the 
defense, claiming the court has pn 

wer to convict for offenses prior to 

julaér’s taking office. 

E. T. Brackett closed for the pros- 
ecution, 

Judge Parker sald of Sulzer: 

“Defiance, justification, provoca- 
tion, defiurciation of his accusers, 
attempts to suppress and falsify tes- 
timony and efforts to cast the blame 
elsewhere each in turn has been 
stripped from his quaking flesh until 
he now stands naked before this 
court without @ rag of his attempted 
vindication clinging tp his deformed 
and mutilated manhood. 

Must Protect State, 

“With this court atome rests the 
duty of delivering this State from tha 
menace that, like the sword of Da- 
mocles, hangs over it as long as this 
man remains in office. The purpose 
of this impeachment is to protect the 
State. 

“The question is not William Sul- 
zer's puhishment. It ts, ‘Is this man 
guilty and a menace to the State?’ 
Whether there ever was a day when 
William Sulzer was fit for public 
service we need not inquire. We shut 
out his past.” 


Judge Parker then recapitulated 


the charges and the testimony da- 
veloped by the prosecution, 
Judge Herrick appealed to the 


eourt in behalf of Governor Sulzer, 
declaring the court without power to 
conviet for offenses committed pricr 
to the time that an accused officiel 
took office. de said this is the po- 
sition the prosecution had taken. 

Judge Herrick attacked the argu- 
ments made by Judge Parker, gay- 
ing: 

“It necessarily follows from Judge 
Parker's afguments that a man can 
be impeached ,not only for any of- 
fense, but also for no offense; that 
f\ for any reason, political or other- 
Wise, it 's determined that a public 
offictalt is no longer fit for office be- 
cause he believes or does not believe 
in direct primaries or some other po- 
litical issue, then he may be im- 
peached.” : 

The chief figure in this tragedy 
slept late, Sulzer—tor two months,a 
prisoner In the Executive Mansion in 
the confines of the world’s greatest 
State—had thafed‘under the slow 
moving hours of the night.

The stores burned were those of 
Stubbs, jeweler; Harry Jamulowsky, 
dry goods; Oscar Jarmulowsky, dry 
goods, and the Hearn & Green Hard- 
ware Company, the largest concern of 
the kind in this section. 

Adjacent buildings at ¢ither end of 
the firé district were badly damaged 
by water. 

The fire started in the Stubbs store, 
apparently in the ceiling, When dis- 
covered by Night Wate nh Avrett 
the interior of the building was in 
flames. He gave an immMmediaté alarm 
and the yolunteer fire departnfent and 
citizens responded, 

Before tines of hose were Iatd and 
water turned on the blaze it had got- 
ten beyond control and swept in ail 
directions until it had wiped out the 
five stores. [t was 4 o'clock before 
the flames were conquered and an 


hour later before they were extin- 
guished, 
When the fire was at its height 


about 3 o'clock, an appeal was made 
to Macon fcr assistance and the Ma- 
con fire department agreed to send an 
auto fire truck if a special train could 
be obtained. 

The train was ordered by pailroad 
officials, but before it could be made 
up and loaded with the truck the fire 
had been checked and Macon was no- 
tified that aid was unnecessary.

“I believe the Southern woman, 
with her fine sense of justice and 
right, would never have joined tn 
the movement to gain the constitu- 
tional amendment granting her the 
vote had she not realized that poll- 
tics has entered the home and its 
sanctity is being desecrated.

In the fate of this monster mammoth, once ruler of the 
earth and invincible in power, now a memory—the reconstruct- 
ed curiosity of the museum—thoughtful men read a lesson of 
encouragement.

She is 
neither good enough nor bad 
enough to be interesting. And a 
person who is so misguided as to

The Three Plays. 


If the members of this club 
have books to burn and wish to 
burn them they are entirely with- 
in their rights in carrying out 
their wish. If they consider these 
books bad books they have a right 
to have that opinion respected. 
But when they make a formal 
and official act of this burning, 
make almost a ritual and cere- 
monial act of protest out of it, 
and give the news of it to the 
press; when they wish and show 
that they wish their act to have 
a public significance, then the 
burning of Brieux has interest for 
us all, and we are entitled to dis- 
cuss it. 

The three plays in question ap- 
pear to be those three which, in 
an English translation, are pub- 
lished in a single volume with 
the title, “Three Plays by Brieux.” 
Mrs. Bernard Shaw is responsi- 
ble for the translation of one of 
the three, and Mr. Bernard Shaw 
writes a long preface of extraor- 
dinary interest and power. The 
plays are called, in this transla- 
tion, “Damaged Goods," “The 
Three Daughters of Monsieur Du- 
pont” and “Maternity.” The first 
deals with that terrible disease 
which follows upon licentious- 
ness; the second with the dowry 
arrangements supposed to be an 
integral part of the French mar- 
Triage system; and the third dis- 
cusses questions of population 
and of race suicide from the point 
of view directly opposed to Mr. 
Roosévelt's and in the spirit of 
Mr. E, E. Rittenhouse, New York 
Conservation Commissioner, who 
declares that “what our ¢iviliza- 
tion needs is not larger families, 
but more and better families.”

Coffee Continues to

NEW YORK, Oct. 10—The coffee 
market has again continued to advance 
this week and prices have reached new 
high levels for the season. European 
and Brazilian {nterests have been very 
large buyers and cables from these 
sources Indicate a very bullish feeling, 
even at this level. There has been con- 
siderable liquidation and profit-taking, 
with only slight reactions when offer- 
ings became heavy. However, many 
consider the technical situation consid- 
erably weakened by the transfer of very 
large quantities of options from strong 
interests into the hands of scattered 
and probably weaker holders.
